Goes Into Partnership. 

Journal readers will be glad to know that 
E. F. Dally, who served as fieldman for the 
Journal from the beginning until his health 
failed, has so far recovered as to be able to 
go into active business, having formed a 
partnership with Dr. Lutes, of Merino, Col- 
orado. In a recent letter he writes: 

“We now have 40 head of breeding cows 
comprised of Balckeaps, Blackbirds, Ericas, 
Queen Mothers and Prides and McHenry 
Barbaras. We hope to build this herd up 
to 60 or 70 breeding cows within the next 
year. Our ranch of 240 acres lies right on 
the banks of the South Platte River. Every 
foot is irrigated or subirrigated and just 
2% miles from Merino and right where the 
Lincoln, D. L. D. and Harding Memorial 
Highways all use the same stretch of road 
which runs right by the door, and will be 
paved next year, so without a question of 
doubt the “Doddies” will be displayed to a 
greater number of people on this ranch than 
any other ranch in America as there is un- 
doubtedly more travel passing here than 
passes any other “Doddie” ranch that I 
know of. 

“We have just added two outstanding 
heifers from the Wm. Cash herd at Willi- 
amsburg, Iowa, one a double bred Black- 
cap senior yearling and the other a double 
bred Enchantress Erica.

Expenses of Delegates to Annual Meetings 


THE SMALLER BREEDER 


Fellow Breeders: 


There is nothing new to report as to the setting of a date 
for the annual meeting. The Secretary, Mr. Gray, says that 
due to the injunction which prevents him from transacting 
any except the routine business of the office, the date has 
not been set. 


What business of this association could be of a more reg- 
ular or routine character than the setting of the date for the 
annual meeting, as has been done regularly every year for 
the past 40 years, since. the association was founded in 1883? 


Trust Mr. Gray to overlook no step to keep the associ- 
ation and its members “up in the air.” But this action will 
profit him nothing. Thirty days advance notice must be giv- 
en, and if no notice is given, the meeting will be held Wed- 
nesday, December 3rd, during International week, as provid- 
ed in the by-laws for just such a circumstance. 


Rely upon it, we will be there to represent you—when- 
ever the meeting is held—and in plenty of time, before the 
meeting date, we will address you by personal letter and en- 
close proxy cards for your signature, so that your vote will 
be counted at that meeting if you cannot be personally pres- 


ent. 
EXPENSES OF DELEGATES. 


The opposition, we understand, is broadcasting the 
charge that we propose, under Representative Government, 
to have the Association pay the expenses of the delegates at- 
tending the annual meetings. They know that is not the case. 


Every annual meeting for years has been attended by 
150 to 300 members, coming from nearly every state in the 
Union and from Canada. 


They were there in spite of the fact that they knew the 
‘proxy vote would control the meeting and that on any matter 
to come before the meeting, they would have no more influ- 
ence than if they were wooden Indians. 


The opposition seeks to have us believe that members 
will fail to attend, simply because this association’s business 
is back in the hands of its members—with live policies to the 
front—capable, enthusiastic management—meetings filled 
full of businesslike, thoughtful discussion and planning for 
our breed, instead of the former, disgraceful all night battles 
over who had the proxy control and who was going to get 
the Secretary’s job. Members in every district will be seek- 
ing the real honor of representing their home members and 
there will be no lack of men from each district, to choose 
from, who are ready and anxious to go. 


They well know how ridiculous their statement is. They 
will fool nobody by such clap trap. 


No district, as finally laid out by a careful committee, 
which you will select for that job, will go unrepresented and 
the members who will represent you as delegates will be glad, 
the same as members always have been in the past, to go 
at their own expense. Particularly will this be true, when, 
honored by your selection of them as delegates, they know 
the wooden Indian business has been kicked out of this asso- 
ciation along with the rotten proxy system and they will 
carry to that meeting a real vote and the authority to speak 
for you—their home people. 


But let us suppose a ridiculous case. Suppose that not 
more than ten duly elected delegates did attend any annual 
meeting. That is entirely a foolish supposition—but let it 
go.

BREEDING PROBLEMS 


Prof. W. A. Craft, Asst. Prof. Animal Hus- 
bandry, Oklahoma Agr. College, will in this 
department answer questions pertaining to 
Breeding Prob!ems. Send your questions to 
the Editor, Webster City, Iowa. 


Mr. R. C. Hansen, of Rowan, Iowa, re- 
ported red calves from the use of a regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus bull and grade cows, 
he also wished to know what the trouble 
could be, feeling that possibly his bull had 
not been pure bred. The matter was refer- 
red to Prof. Craft, who gives the following 
reason for this occurrence: 

Answer to inquiry of R. C. Hansen, of 
Rowan, Iowa. 

Red Aberdeen-Angus: 

The occurrence of red calves in the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed is not very common, 
however, red calves have occurred through- 
out the history of the breed. 

It is believed that both black and red 
cattle were used in the foundation of the 
breed, also that horned and polled cattle 
were used. The black characteristic has 
proven to be dominant to red, likewise the 
polled condition has proven to be dominant 
te horns. These two characters are, as a 
rule, considered to be unit characters and 
exhibit simple inheritance. The inherit- 
ance of a unit character which shows a 
simple system of inheritance can be ex- 
plained on a factorial basis. Each parent 
makes a factorial contribution to these 
characters, therefore, these characters of 
an individual animal can be represented by 
combining two letters which are symbols 
representing the character. 

B equals Black. 

b equals Red 

P equals Polled 

p equals Horned. 

The blacks are of two kinds; namely 


pure black and hybrid black animals. Ani- 
mals that are pure for black may be repre- 
sented by two capital letters (BB). Hybrid 
black may be represented by (Bb). Red an- 
imals may be represented by two small let- 
ters (bb). Animals that are hybrid black 
are just as black as animals that are pure 
for black, however, animals that are. gen- 
etically pure for black (BB) when mated 
together produce black only, or if only one 
of the animals mated is genetically pure for 
black (BB), and the other hybrid black (Bb) 
black only is produced. Hybrid blacks (Bb) 
mated together give a ratio of one pure black 
(BB), two hybrid blacks (Bb) and one red 
(bb), or if we look at them there are three 
blacks to one red. This ratio is found where 
large numbers are considered. Where only 
small numbers are considered, this ratio may 
not be obtained. Hybrid black (Bb) mated 
with pure black (BB) produces only black 
offspring. Pure black (BB) mated with red 
(bb) produces only black offspring which 
is bybrid black (Bb). Hybrid black (Bb) 
mated with red (bb) produces one black 
(Bb) to one red (bb). This ratio is ob- 
tained when large numbers are considered. 
If red Aberdeen-Angus (bb) are mated, red 
only should be produced. If horned animals 
are mated, horned animals only should be 
produced. It is evident that both the cow 
and the bull are at fault in cases where red 
calves occur in the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

Spotting occurs in Aberdeen-Angus rare- 
ly but it does occur to some extent in most 
breeds of cattle. Uniform or solid color is 
not completely dominant to spotting, and 
the occurrence of spotting cannot be ex- 
plained so easily as the occurrence of red 
or the occurrence of horns, but both the 
cow and bull are probably at fault when 
spotting occurs. The polled character is 
dominent to horns and is explained in the 
same manner as black and red color in- 
heritance. It follows then that if animals 
pure for the polled character (PP) are mat- 
ed, only polled offspring results. If polled 
animals hybrid for polled (Pp) are mated 
a ratio of three polled to one horned animal 
is obtained. If a polled hybrid (Pp) is mat- 
ed with a horned animal (pp) equal num- 
bers of polled and horned oppspring are ob- 
tained. In cases where horns appear in 
Aberdeen-Angus, both the cow and the bull 
make a contribution to the horns. It is im- 
possible to distinguish between a pure black 
(BB) and a bybrid black (Bb) or a pure 
polled (PP) and a hybrid polled (Pp) by 
looking at them. Such animals, as a rule, 
reveal their genetic make up in the breed- 
ing herd.

Miles Eller, of 
Fleet, won first with his Aberdeen-Angus 
steer, and third with a Shorthorn steer; 
Forrest McKee, of Fleet, won second with 
his -Aberdeen-Angus heifer; Shipley, of 
Wallace, fourth with an Aberdeen-Angus 
heifer. Eller and McKee each won first in 
the open class for best steer and best heifer 
—all breeds competing. So it goes, it mat- 
ters not where the show is held nor under 
what conditions the Aberdeen-Angus calves 
are grown they always adapt themselves to 
their surroundings and the peculiarly fas- 
cinating thing about it all is that these 
black babies have a way of marching to 
the head of the class, no matter what other 
breeds may be represented in the showings.

In seeking light on the history of the now 
almost obselete Buchan Lassie family, I 
wrote to Mr. James Barclay, Secretary of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, Aber- 
deen, Scotland, who kindly searched the So- 
ciety records and went to much trouble to 
answer my inquiries. 

These cattle, not now represented in the 
Scottish herd book, were bred by Mr. James 
Fowlie, Auchmaliddy, Buchan, in whose pos- 
session they were prior to the days of regis- 
tration. Mr. Fowlie is now retired from 
farming, at a very great age, but some of 
his kinsmen still breed Aberdeen-Angus for 
the market and have long been recognized 
as among the most expert judges of the 
breed. 

Buchan Lassie 4th, the imported cow, was 
of the same foundation as the Princesses of 
Kinochtry, now very scarce, and thus relat- 
ed to the Easter Tullock Duchesses and Fy- 
vie Flowers, Buchan Lassie 2nd, calved in 
1875 being by Prince of Auchmaliddy, whose 
dam was by Lieutenant, bred at Fyvie. Lieu- 
tenant also sired Jumbo, owned by T. W. 
Harvey, of Turlington, Nebraska. Jumbo 
sired Emily, daughter of Buchan Lassie 4th. 
Emily was the grandam of Rose Emily 
77421, who although 20 years old was nurs- 
ing a fine heifer calf when I saw her on the 
farm of G. Y. Kluttz, Rockwell, North Caro- 
lina, a few weeks ago. 

Mr. Barclay says these cattle are of a 
very old type. They are very little influ- 
enced by good bulls and I fancy are very 
much like the original Buchan cattle of a 
century or more ago. They have beautiful 
heads, are good doers and good milkers, 
smooth at shoulder and tail but rather high 
off the ground.—Carl Hammer, Goslar 
Farm, R. F. D. 2.

I am liv- 
ing in a noted Hereford center, and at that, 
at our calf club shows, the boys with the 
Aberdeen-Angus steers, make them step 
some. 

The future of any beef breed is what they 
can do in the feed lot, and on the range. I 
have lived on the range near the Black Hills, 
in western South Dakota, and find that a 
few ranchers are getting Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. They seem to do as well as any oth- 
er breed. I think while cattle are cheap, 
that the breeders should sell their poorest 
on the market and buy a few well bred cows.

Beef and Beef Cookery 


Following is the first of a series of articles 
on beef and beef cookery which will appear 
as a special feature in the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. These articles have been 
prepared by Mrs. Grace Viall Gray, widely 
known authority on home economic subjects, 
and have been obtained from the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board for publication.— 
Editor’s Note. 


Beef Stews. 

Every man likes a properly made, highly 
seasoned, appetizing looking stew. A stew 
can be a work of art or it can be a disorgan- 
ized mess carelessly thrown together. There 
is really nothing more wholesome to put be- 
fore one’s family than a dish of beef stew, 
which contains all the nourishment that 
could ever be put inton any one dish. There 
is the meat abounding in food value with 
the addition of the valuable vegetables. 

Stews are easil'y prepared and eliminate 
serving several dishes inasmuch as the 
meat, potatoes and other vegetables are all 
contained in the one dish. The home-maker 
can easily vary the vegetables used in stews 
to such an extent that her family will never 
tire of their frequent appearance upon the 
table. She must cook the meat until tender 
and be careful that the vegetables retain 
their shapes, and that the gravy is that rich 
brown color so desirable in stews. If the 
stew is thus properly and carefully made 
the family will say: “Let’s have a stew 
for dinner today mother,” or: “We haven’t 
had a stew for a couple days, so can’t we 
have one soon? They do taste so good.” 

We should be very grateful for our stews, 
as they are inexpensive and at the same 
time delicious. Miss Sarah Field, formerly 
connected with the Home Economics De- 
partment of the Iowa State College is at 
present teaching in Kobe College in Kobe, 
Japan. She writes back to us as follows: 
“Beef is mostly imported from China, and 
is of excellent quality. It is sold at special 
shops, at from forty cents per pound for 
shin to eighty for filet. It is cooked as 
steak or roast in restaurants, and the large 
part is consumed there. But there are 
special ‘beef-stew’ restaurants (gyu-nabe- 
yr) where at least as much is eaten. There 
the rooms—all private—are supplied with 
braziers of gas or charcoal and the materi- 
als in the stew—raw beef sliced thin, onions, 
bean curd, soy, sugar, ‘stock’ and so on are 
brought so that the customer may see the 


_.stew made, or if he prefers he may make 


it himself. The necessary accompaniments 
of rice, tea and salt pickles make a very 
satisfactory meal. Taking guests to such a 
place is a favorite way of entertaining, and 
the stew is only occasionally made at home 
or at picnics.” ar 

Since the people in the Orient hold the 
stew in such high esteem it is only fitting 
that we, who live where beef is plentiful, 
should likewise consider the stew a dish of 
perfection. 

Since we are discussing the subject of 
stews, it might be well to pause a minute 
and ask ourselves just what do we mean 
by stewing. Stewing consists of cooking 
meat in a small amount of water in a close- 
ly covered kettle. When stewing meat the 
object is to keep part of the juice in the 
meat and to extract part to flavor the gra- 
vy. For a rich brown stew, it is absolutely 
necessary to brown some of the meat on all 
sides in a very little drippings. Some peo- 
ple think this is too troublesome and plunge 
the meat into boiling water instead. This 
does not make the same kind of gravy. So

The best pieces are then p i F 
in flour and then browned in fat = 
which the two meats—the one which - 
been soaking and the one which has b > 
browned—are then combined and ke ‘2 
the “simmering point” until tender. ar 

I am frequently asked just what is th 
“simmering point.” A food is simmering 
when the liquid in the pan just moves and 
bubbles a very little. Only the liquid must 
bubble ever so gently and the solids that 
is the meat and vegetables must not move 
at all. If they are jumping about, the cook- 
ing is going much too fast and the heat 
must be lowered. If the liquid is not moy. 
ing gently, then the food is below the “sim. 
mering point” and the heat should be slight- 
ly increased. Always “simmer” meat with 
the lid on the kettle, because the lid keeps 
in the steam and the action of the steam 
helps to cook the meat and vegetables as 
well as the hot liquid. This long continued 
kind of heat softens the meat fibers and 
produces a tender juicy richly flavored stew 
that will be eaten with enjoyment by the 
entire family. 

If you want the right kind of a stew, as 
of course you do, here are some suggestions 
that should be followed: 


(1). Cook stew slowly, keeping at the 
“siminering point” during cooking period. 
(2). Keep the kettle covered. 


(3). Use only just as much liquid as is 
necessary to keep the stew from sticking 
te the kettle. If you use too much water, 
‘you will have a watery stew. 


(4). In the forequarter of beef, the best 
cuts for stews are the chuck, ribs, brisket 
and plate. From the hind quarter, the 
rump, the round, the flank and the hind 
shank. For veal stew use the neck or 
breast. Beef kindney stew is delicious as 
is beef liver stew. 

(5). If the stew at the end of the cook- 
ing period has fat floating on top, skim it 
off. This fat, of course, should be saved 
and used as drippings for frying potatoes 
and other vegetables. This fat will impart 
a good flavor wherever used, as it has that 
rish meaty flavor. 

The best utensils to use for cooking stews 
are the fireless cooker or the pressure 
cooker, or a double boiler, which is an ex- 
cellent utcnsil for meats of this kind. The 
stews can easily be kept in a double boiler 
at sufficient temperature without danger 
of burning. Since all stews become thick 
as the cooking proceeds, great care has to 
be taken less they burn and the double boil- 
er takes this responsibility. Still another 
utensil excellent for cooking stews 1s the 
casserole or covered baking dish. The 
Dutch oven, which is used on the top of the 
stove or in the oven is excellent for all 
stews. 

To thicken and season all stews, allow 
two tablespoons of flour for every pint 0 
water used in making stew. Mix flour with 
1-2 teaspoon of salt and 1-8 teaspoon of 
pepper. Blend with cold water to a thin 
paste; add to this a little of the hot Tiquid 
from the stew and then pour the mixture 
into the stew kettle, stirring constantly. 
Coninue to stir until the mixture boils. The 
stew is then ready to serve.

About 1 scant cup milk 
Mix and sift the dry ingredients, and add 
the milk slowly, mixing with a knife until 
a soft dough is formed. Drop into boiling 
stew by spoonfulls, dipping the spoon into 
the stew each time before taking up the 
dough. Let the dumplings rest on the meat 
and potato. Cover closely and cook ten to 
twelve minutes without uncovering. 


Mexican Stew. 


1 green pepper (sweet) % onion (chopped)

Brown the pieces of veal in the hot fat 
and add the onion. When browned, stir 
in the flour and hot water, stirring until 
thick and smooth. Season and add the cel- 
ery and Okra. If okra is not available use 
the celery alone. Simmer slowly for 1% 
hours and serve garnished with toasted 
bread points. 

Stew Supreme. 

3 Ibs. neck of veal 1 tsp. salt 


‘2 lb. bacon \% tsp. pepper 

3 sliced carrots % cup tomato catsup 
6 small onions 1 tbsp. Worcestershire 
3 cloves sauce 


Cut the bacon into small pieces and fry. 
Cut meat into small pieces and brown in the 
bacon fat. Add the vegetables and season- 
Ings and pour over all enough boiling water 
to cover. Let “simmer” for 1% hours or 
until meat is tender. Arrange meat on serv- 
Ing platter, rub sauce and vegetables 
through a sieve; add the tomato catsup and 


Worcestershire sauce; pour around the veal 
and serve with small pieces of toast. 


Cold Beef Stew. 


(Utilizing left-over beef) 

2 tbsp. drippings 1 lb. or more of cold 
4 onions cooked beef 
2 tbsp. flour % c. vinegar 
1% cups hot stock 

Melt drippings in a pan. Slice into it 
the onions and let them cook very gently 
until they are a golden brown. Take care 
that they do not burn. Add flour and stir 
until the flour is golden color also, then add 
the hot stock, stirring the mixture well. 
Season to taste. Boil with the cover off 
the pan until only enough sauce remains to 
cover bottom of pan. Then put in the cold 
meat, which has been cut into neat little 
slices. Stir them into the sauce, which will 
only just be sufficient to moisten them. 
Cover the pan and stand it at the side of 
the fire till the meat is thoroughly heated 
through. Arrange the slices on a hot dish

it over the dish. This is a very delicious 
way to warm over meat.

Silage Cheapest Feed For Cattle This Year. 

McCampbell points to results of test 
showing silage more economical than bin 
corn.—Cattlemen who expect to feed corn 
this winter should put it in a silo, according 
to Dr. C. W. McCampbell, head of the ani- 
mal husbandry department of the Kansas 
State Agricultural college. Doctor McCamp- 
bell backs his belief with a statement of re- 
sults obtained in a test conducted by the ex- 
periment station with 2-year-old steers to 
find the relative value of corn fed from the 
bin and from the silo. Silage proved to be 
one-eighth more efficient than corn fed from 
the bin. 

“This being true,” Doctor McCampbell 
points out, “the higher the price of corn the 
greater the advantage of making silage of 
corn that is to be fed to cattle. When corn 
is put into the silo the stalks are in more 
palatable form and if silage is properly 
made the stalks are all consumed. 

“Good silage is easily made, if the follow- 
ing four points are carefully observed: Cut 
in short lengths. Let grain become quite 
mature. If cane is used wait until it is ripe. 
Use plenty of water, tramp it well, especial- 
ly around the edges. This is particularly 
important if one fills a silo rapidly. 

“Feeders are sometimes prone to believe 
that they are feeding larger quantities of 
grain than is really the case. When corn 
makes 40 bushels of grain and 10 tons of 
silage an acre live stock secure four pounds 
of grain to each 45 pounds of silage eaten. 

“Silage is the cheapest feed that can be 
raised in many sections of Kansas and will 
return more per acre than any other crop 
that can be grown.”—Kansas Industrialist.

Fitting ceremonies will accompany the 
presentation of the medals to the fortunate 
winners at the close of the International. It 
is expected that high officials from Wash- 
ington will be present in person to take part 
in the formal program, says Secretary- 
Manager B. H. Heide.
